Drivers in Arizona may need to put 
down their cellphones for good. 

On Thursday, the Arizona House of 
Representatives approved a bill that 
would ban any use of hand-held cell- 
phones while driving in the state. The 
House approved the bill 44-16. The 
Senate had already approved the mea- 
sure. 

House Bill 2318 now will go to Gov. 
Doug Ducey, who has indicated his 
support. 

“We need to catch up as a state and 
make sure we’re protecting and pro- 
viding the proper public safety on our 
roads,” Ducey said on Wednesday. 

Lawmakers’ passage of HB 2318 is a 
major victory for families of victims of 
distracted-driving crashes, who have 
been pushing for a law for years. 

The Arizona Legislature has consid- 
ered, but failed to pass, related bills 
since 2007. 

In the meantime, most other states
